"eed Senator J. P. Jones, but a vote 
two years hence when Wm. M. Stew- 
art's term will expire. 


It would be well, the speaker said, 


fo bear these facts in mind 
as It 


brought the next legislature in very 
"lost touch with National affairs. 


Referring to the oft-repeated decla- 


ration of the Republicans that the sll- 
vor issue is dead, Mr. Newlands de- 
flared it to be as live as it ever was. 
Notwithstanding it had twice been de- 
featfd at the polls, no question based 
on justice and right la ever dead. The 
speaker thpn traced action of the Re- 
publican pnrty in Its enmity to silver 
from demonetization 
in 1873 to the 


prevpnt time. Time and again the Re- 
publican party had promised its re- 
storation again, but only to betray ua. 
Under various guises they deluded the 
people, until in 1900 they threw off the 
mask and came out for the gold stand- 
ard. 
Thus under Republican legisla- 


tion the chief Industry of Nevada had 
been all but killed and the value of sil- 
ver declined from $1.29 per ounce to 
about 50 cents. 
What this meant to 


Nevada was apparent in hundreds of 
mines closed down that could still be 
made productive. Only the richer de- 
posits, such as Wedekind and Tonopah 
could now be worked at all. But this 
was not the full extent of the Repub- 
lican hostility to sliver. 
Not content 


with depriving it of Its monetary func- 
tion, denying it coinage on a 
parity 


with gold and reducing it to a commo- 
dity they were now determined to eli- 
minate It entirely from our monetary 
system by melting the 600.000.000 sil- 
ver dollars and recoinfng them Into 
eubsidiary coin with a debt-paying 
power of only $5. 


It is believed that this method will 


result in an outcry against a surplus 
of small change which would serve as 
an excuse for placing large quautitles 
of {he bullion and silver dollars now In 
the treasury upon the market and cause 
silver to decline to 20 cents or less 
per ounce. This is one of the purposes 
of the Hill-Fowler bill, now pending 
In Congress, and -which a Republican 
Senator and Congressman would 
be 


called upon to support. 


He called upon the voters of Nevada 


to be as loyal to the Interests of their 
State as were the people of Pennsylva- 
nia and Massachusetts, when the steel 
and iron and textile industries of those 
States were threatened by a reduction 
of the tariff. 


The prosperity claim of the Republi- 


can party was taken up and while ad- 
mitting that times were better and la- 
|bor better employed, the speaker show- 
j ed that it was In spite of Republican 
[party rule that such was the case, be- 
cause the whole aim of the Republican 
party was to contract the money vol- 
ume and all values and enterprises. 
The better times of the past few years 
are due to the unexpected accessions 
to the money volume from the Klon- 
dike, South Africa, Nome and Color- 
ado, 
together with the drouths in In- 


jdia and Argentine which caused a de- 
mand for American produce and drain- 
ed those countries of their gold. 


tariff was supposed to shut out. The 
trust question in its various phases was 
exhaustively treated. The speaker ex- 
plained the process by which these 
enormous aggregations of capital were 
formed and were preying upon the peo- 
pie and by the power of wealth were 
able to dictate legislation Inimical to 
all except the privileged few. 


President Roosevelt's attitude with 


respect to the trusts was then review- 
ed. 
Mr. Newlands admitted him to 


be an honest, well intentioned, sincere 
man, 
outside of his views on imperial- 


ism, 
conquest and war. 


Profoundly Impressed with the ex- 


actions of lawless wealth, President 
Roosevelt has suggested various meth- 
ods of curbing their capacities. 


Among these remedies was "public- 


ity." In line with the President's mes- 
tage, Mr. Newlands said he had in- 
corporated a "publicity" amendment to 
a bill intended to retain the tax on 
the oil and sugar trusts after the wai

Van Duzer around Reno daring him to 
a joint debate he little realized he was 
placing his political ally In a bad hale. 


When Mr. Van Duzer arrived in Vir- 


ginia yesterday Farrington was try- 
ing to crawfish. He dd not want a 
joint debate. 
The only terms upon 


which he would meet Mr. Van Duzer 
were those of his own 
naming—He 


(Farrington) was to open. Van was to 
follow Farrington to close. While the 
terms were hard ones, Van Duzer glad- 
ly accepted but Mr. Van Duzer first 
met Mr. Farrington and they agreed 
that Mr. Farrington should have 20 
minutes to cloae and he gave his word 
of honor that he would not introduce 
any new argument in his close. True 
to his record, which is one of broken 
promises, he violated his word and 
his closing argument consumed one 
hour and fifteen minutes. 
He a so 


introduced new arguments and denied 
Van Duzer the opportunity to reply. 


Van Duzer's victory was complete, 


however, because In a two hours' reply 
he simpiy riddled Farrington, and when 
Farrington attempted to reply he be- 
came rattled, and even Cleveland hung 
his head for shame at the discoflture or 
his colleague.

Although perfectly in line with the 
recommendations of the President it 
was promptly defeated In the Ways 
and Means Committee. Farther than 
this Mr. Newlands claimed the right to 
offer an amendment to the bill as re-, 
ported from the Committee. The Re- 
publican leaders appealed to the Com- 
mittee on Rules and a special rule was 
passed which absolutely prohibited any, 
amendment to the bill and the war' 
taxes on the oil and sugar trusts were 
repealed. 
Mr. Newlands called at- 


tention to the gradually diminishing 
strenuosity of the President from the 
time when he stated In Minneapolis a 
couple of years ago that trust greed 
must be shackled to bis lamblike ut- 
terances in Cincinnati recently, when 
he stated that we must proceed with 
great caution. 
So it is with all his 


recommendations, the Republican lead- 
ers refusing to accept his suggestions. 


i It was so with trust publicity and Cu- 
ban reciprocity. 
It was so with the 


irrigation bill. Almost every Republi- 
can leader in the House opposed the 
measure, and the claim that the Re- 
nnblican party passed the measure is 
false. 


The measure which has passed' is a 


non-partisan measure, framed by my 
self before 
Mr. Roosevelt 
"became 


President of the United States. 
It 


received the sanction of the Western 
members, and they, at a meeting, re- 
quested Senator Hansborough to in- 
troduce it In the Senate. Then com- 
menced the organization of the West- 
ern member for Its passage. 
There 


never has been a time in the history 
of this agitation when an irrigation 
bill could not be passed in the Senate 
because of the controlling representa- 
tion of the West In the Senate. Near- 
ly a third of that body Is comprised of 
men from the States Interested in ir- 
rigation, whilst in the House the rep- 
resentation of such States i» exceeding- 
ly small. When President Roosevelt 
came Into power he presented to Con- 
gress a message which was practically 
an endorsement of the bill already in- 
rodnced, which had previously receiv$d( 
the sanction of the Interior Depart- 
ment, the Geological Survey and the 
sanction of the Western members and 
Senators. The bill passed the Senate, 
by a unantmouse vote but the real con- 
tention was in the House of Represen- 
tatives, and there, notwithstanding the 
warm advocacy of the bill by President 
Roosevelt, almost every leading Re- 
publican antagonized the bill, declaring 
it to be a bill for the benefit of a par- 
ticular section by the spoliation of the 
public funds 
On the other hand ev- 


ery Democratic Congressional Cam- 
paign Committee by unartlmous vote, 
endorsed it. The result was, that when 
a final vote was taken, though the Re- 
publicans constituted the majority of 
the House, the majority vote came from 
the Democratic party, in other words, 
the majority party gave the minority 
vote, and the minority party gave the 
majority vote 


The Democratic party stands for do- 


mestic development as opposed to this 
new fangled theory of colonial expan- 
sion and foreign subjugation. It be- 
lieves that we have a country vast 
enough for the support of four hundred 
millions of people and that all 
our 


energies should be expended In the de- 
velopment of our own county rather 
than wasted abroad. But the Republi- 
can party insists that it has control 
of the execution of this bill, and that 
unless the State falls in line with the 
Republican party the Administration 
•will deny It any expenditure under the 
bill. No greater insult could be hurled 
against President Roosevelt than the 
insinuation that he would be controlled 
by partisan considerations in the exe- 
cution of this bill. Under this reason- 
ing the State which does not agree 
with the administration ought to be 
denied every government expenditure; 
it should be denied 
postofflces, mail 


service and the administration of Jus- 
tice In the Federal Courts 
This argu. 


ment is presented by the Republican 
campaign orators of this State notwith- 
standing the fact that President Roo«ei i 
velt has already recorded his deter- 
miation that politics shall have noth- 
ing -whatever to do with the admini- 
stration of this act. The controller 
the entire work Is In the Interior De- 
partment, which turns it over to a 
scientific bureau called the Geological 
Survey.

Chief Hydrographer, has recommend^ 
ed that work be commenced imme- 
diately upon the Carson and Truckee 
rivers ,and yet, in the face of all this, 
the Republican speakers insist that 
unless Nevada votes with the Republi- 
can party she can get no share In this 
great irrigation fund.
